and kept whiskey in the house and 


sold him the booze at att enormous 
price, charging him $15 for a single 
drink. 
Ebbing declares in tlie com­ 
plaint that she 
would 
send 
the 
money t h us derived to her children 
I- 
a former marriage. 


According to the complaint they 
married June 21. 1011 and separated 
Ju ly 
MS, 1 0 1 4 . 
Ebbing a lle g e s that 
his w ile carried away large amounts 
of his property consisting of lard, 
meat, flour and clothing and gave 


them to her son and daughter.

Ebbing 
took 
the clothing of his deceased wife 
and gave it to her daughter. 
A c­ 
cording to the complaint, Airs. Ebb­ 
ing treated his two children, Annie 
and Lizzie, in a cruel manner and 
cursed them, as well as her husband. 
The complaint states that he was 
compelled by Mrs. Ebbing to sleep 
in the kitchen without sufficient bed 
clothing and that she called him a

Lake County Offers an Excellent Ex­ 


ample of How Democratic 


Machines Rules Here 


(Special to the Daily Republican.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 16.— This 
is the year for a re-apportionment 
of the state for legislative purposes. 
During the past few days some of 
the Republiean 
members 
of 
t lie 
legislature have been making quiet 
inquiry among the Democratic poli­ 
ticians who are supposed to be “in 
the know” as to what sort of a re- 
apportionment measure the m ajority 
intends to put through the General 
Assembly. 
One thing can be said 
for the 
Democratic 
powers— they 
have been very frank when discuss­ 
ing this proposition. 
In effect their 
advice 
to 
inquisitive 
Republican 
legislators has been: 
“Now, don’t 
let that worry you a bit; we will 
take care of th at m atter and if you 
don’t like the way we do it, you are 
at liberty to do anything you want 
to do.” 
Of course, this is not even 
a polite way of telling the Republi­ 
can legislators that this legislative 
m atter is none of their business, but 
it does make it plain th at the Demo­ 
c rat machine intends to handle this 
im portant m atter in a brutal 
and 
high handed way, considering only 
the interests of the Democratic m a­ 
chine. 


Republicans have been inclined to 
the belief that any legislative a p ­ 
portionment bill that might he con­ 
structed would of necessity work to 
the advantage of 
the 
Republican 
p a rty but in coming to this conclus­ 
ion they have not taken into consid­ 
eration the depth of depravity and 
resourcefulness th at the Democratic 
machine ean manifest. 
W ord from 
the inside is to the effect that the 
Democrats intend to put through a 
re-apportionm ent measure that will 
change ju st about one 
legislative 
district in the state— that they in­ 
tend to do just (anything) enough 
whittling to be in a position to say 
th at the bill is different from he law 
that is now on the book. 


Under the census of voters taken 
last year, representation in the state 
legislature under the new apportion­ 
ment act, if drawn strictly in com­ 
pliance with the law, would be 
on 
state senator for each 16,000 votes 
and one representative 
for 
each 
8,000 votes. 
I f these figures 
were 
used as the basis, the legislative dis­ 
tricts in the northern part of 
the 
state, when the increase in popula­ 
tion during the past six years has 
been greatest and where the Repub­ 
lican party is strongest, would be­ 
come smaller and the districts in the 
southern part of the state, where the 
Democratic party is strongest, would 
become materially 
larger. 
T hat’s 
why the Democratic machine lias de­ 
cided not to follow closely the cen­ 
sus of voters in drafting a re-a p ­ 
portionment measure. 
The case of Lake county is cited 
to 
show 
the 
inequalities 
of 
a 
m easure such is now on the books 
or will be placed there by the Demo­ 
cratic machine. 
Lake county now 
has a joint senator, a representative 
and a joint representative. 
Under 
the voters’ census of last year Lake 
county has 36,356 voters as against 
19,547 under the census of six years 
ago. 
This would entitle Lake to two 
senators and a joint 
senator 
and 
four representatives and a joint re ­ 
presentative. 
Of course, the Demo­ 
cratic machine would never think of 
letting such a measure get through 
the legislature because of the fact 
that Lake county is overwhelmingly 
Republiean, having returned a Re­ 
publican pluraitv of almost 4,000 at 
the recent election. 
Further 
evidence 
of 
ju st 
how 
“strong” the 
Democratic 
machine 
intends to go on this question, 
is 
shown in the fact that not a single 
Republican was placed on the Sen­ 
ate committee on legislative re-ap­ 
portionment and only two 
on 
the 
house committee. 
Of 
course, 
it 
really would make no difference how 
many of the minority were on these 


committees— the m ajority would not 
allow them to he present when the 
bills were drawn. 
However, it would 
have looked better, would not have 
appeared so rough, bad the Demo­ 
cratic machine placed a Republican 
or two on the senate committee. 


Not in the memory of the oldest 
legislative observer, was there ever 
less public interest, as manifested 
by visitors, in tin* work of tin* legis­ 
lature than has been the case this 
year to date. 
In former years, the 
aisles and galleries of tho House 
were packed when the governor read 
bis message to the 
solons. 
This 
year it was different. 
There were a 
few people in side aisles 
of 
the 
House and about a dozen 
people, 
among whom were Senator “Steve” 
Fleming, were in the gallery. 
It has 
been the same story since the open­ 
ing day— visitors bavef been com­ 
paratively scarce. Unless the school 
children o f the state begin coming 
in soon on their bi-ennial visits to 
the legislature there is a chance that 
the legislators may become more or 
less lonesome. 
There are those who argue from 
this small attendance 
of 
visitors 
that the general public has lost in­ 
terest in the legislature and by quick 
stages they reach 
the 
conclusion 
th at the time is not far distant in 
the future when here will be a public 
demand that the legislature meet less 
often. 
Practically all agree th at the 
public 
revelations 
regarding 
the 
work of the 1913 
legislature have 
had much to do with cheapening the 
general assembly in the public mind. 


Members of the legislature con­ 
tend that there is nothing significant 
about the fact th at 
a very 
small 
number of bills has been introduced 
to date. 
“They will roll in as fast 


as ever within a few days” rem ark­ 
ed a well known member of the leg­ 
islature today. 
There is no denying that the m a­ 
jority is moving with caution. 
It 
was to be expected that the bills o f­ 
fered first would a ttra c t a great deal 
of attention and it is the theory of 
those who expect this legislature to 
grind out the usual amount of legis­ 
lation that the legislators who have 
hills of more or less local character 
figured possibly they would a ttrac t 


less general attention by being offer­ 
ed after the first grist had 
been 
started through the mill. 


“Y ou fellows ought not to he toe 
hard on u s” remarked a Democrata 
machine politician to some of the 
Republican legislators. 
“You can 
blame us; we’re going to get ours 
while the getting is good— we know 
we are going to become the minority 
party in Indiana two years hence, 
t ’s a pretty state of affairs if we 
can’t take care of our bovs when 
we have the opportunity.” 
The record of 
the 
Republican 
legislators on this important matter 
squares absolutely with tile Repub­ 
lican platform promises. 
The Re­ 
publicans promised 
economy 
and 
efficiency in the conduct 
of 
the 
state s business and the Republican 
members did everything they could 
to have the legislature adopt the Re­ 
publican idea. 
They fought againsl 
and voted against this appropriation 
hill which will open the way for as 
much of a raid on the state treasury 
as the power-mad Democratic m a­ 
chinists care to make.

Supporters of 
present 
commis­ 
sion are pointing out to new officials 
the recent report of the 
commis­ 
sion’s secretary, Charles Harvey, in 
which it was set forth the state ob­ 
tained a revenue of almost $32,000 
from the game the past year. 
It is 
also pointed out the commission has 
been forced to 
take 
no 
action 
against clubs for putting1 up 
fake 
and sham battles. 


However, thelre is Idisattsfaction 
over the state of “the 
grand 
old 
game” here. 
Those not in sympathy 
with the 
commission 
have 
laid 
charges of favoritism 
at its 
door. 
These charges set out that the com­ 
mission has favored certain clubs 
‘with attractive shows, while putting 
obstacles in the paths 
of 
others. 
The up state legislative element, it is 
understood, is the most strongly op­ 
posed to the manner in which the 
sport is being conducted now. 
It 
is also whispered this same element 
is favoring the abolition of the game 
entirely. 


Just what will be the outcome of 
the controversy is being guessed at 
freely but nothing definite is known. 
In the meantime, both elements are 
resting on their guns with some 
pidation. 


As the time draws near for the 
ball clubs to start southward 
in 
search of condition, 
the 
champion 
Braves are looming up 
large 
as 
probable pennant winners again in 
the eyes of Gotham fans. 
The re­ 
cent asquisition of Sherwood Magee 
the slugging outfielder, has given a 
decided boost to a team that was 
considered a poor batting aggrega­ 
tion last year. 
Also, it is pointed 
out, Magee last year was disatisfied 


at Philadelphia and did not perform 
in his best style notwithstanding the 
fact his name is high among the N a­ 
tional league sluggers.

give Magee credit for driving in the 
most runs last year. 
This, 111 view 
of a pitching staff which is p ar ex­ 
cellence, is making the Braves loom 
up a hig obstacle in the path of John 
MeGraw and his Giant crew.

Senator Kinder.

i-.ti-’tld not do the sam e,” he said.

“ And yet the truth is that no one 
of his predecessors, not even •Jack­ 
son, whom he said the other day he 
was 
following, 
or 
Roosevelt, 
at 
whom he said three years 
ago h< 
was striking, even more powerfully 
or more directly interferred to fo r­ 
mulate legislation and to force its 
p assag e than has lit' in both the ta r ­ 
iff law and the Federal reserve act. 
“ When he w a s here 
throe 
years 
ago, this nation was at the flood tide 


of prosperity. 
“ Behold the mighty con trast! Xow 
capital is in hiding; 
now 3,000,000 
of la b o r e r s are idle; 
now tiie rail­ 
roads are in a desperate condition 
for lack o f business and because of 
oppressive ami adverse 
legislation, 
for 225,000 e a r s are idle 
and 
are 
earning nothing for their owner. 


Mr. Watson then made a series of 
com parisons showing the deeline ot 
foreign trade, 
taking 
the 
figures 
from government reports. 
He re­ 
vealed 
that 
the 
foreign 
trade 
amounted ot $102,000,000 in our tu- 
vor before Wilson look 
office 
to 
$11,200,000 against 
us 
after 
the 
Underwood tariff bill became effec­ 
tive, and before anyone had

ustrial, and all of them based upon 
the fifth, which w as the perpetua­ 
tion of the Union, and it still clings 
to them as all that are essential tor 
the proper solution of every problem 
that today confronts and perplexes 
as a people.

Abraham Lincoln seventy years ag< 
when he was first a candidate foi 
Congress.

I believe in an in­ 
ternal improvement \svstem and a 
high protective tariff.* 
That sta te ­ 
ment. w as then prophecy, under his 
guidance it became fulfillment, and 
if wc but look around as we can set 
on every hand the fruitful results ol 


su c h fulfillment through the agency 
of the Republican party. 


‘Until recently the Democracy al 
ways opposed a national hank be­ 
cause, a s they protested money, and 
further, because it was an invasioi

financial history of the Democratic 
party in this wise:

nounced in unmeasured terms, hot 
in Uongrcss and out, the p assag e o 
the Vreeland emergency law in 190f 
and exhausted the possiblities o f tht 
imagination 
in 
describing the un 
speakable woes that would inevita 
bly befall us in case we passed tha 
act, and then within 
the 
last eigh 
teen months faced squarely 
abou 
and took advantage o f the provis 
ions o f this sam e law to save tin 
eountrp from the evil effects of then 
own destructive revenue legislation 
for a party that has alw ays been re 
garded in the business world a s un 
safe in all monetary questions an< 
unsound on all currency problem? 
they did very well indeed to p as 
the law to which the President 
so 
gleefully referred.” 
Mr. W atson asserted this country 
would not be what it is today had

the inherent difference between the 
two parties in fundamental 
belief 
m s alw ays made 
the 
Republican 
party progressive, 
the 
Democratic 
party reactionary, and that 
differ- 
nce still exists. 


Mr. W atson made some fun for 
he audience 
by his 
comment 
on 
^resident Wilson’s shedding eroco- 
lile 
tears 
over 
his 
wonderful 
ichievement — 
the connecting up 
o l 
thirty thousand jobless men 
with 
jobs in the harvest field last fall. 


“ But how happened those 30,0u0 
men to be idle? 
Were they thus in 
1912? 
There is certainly no record 
of such a situation, for then every 
willing hand found work. 
“ What kind of philantlirophy is it 
to adopt a policy that loses a man 
lis stead y job and then establish a 
nireau to give him unsteady 
em- 
»loyment ? 
“ Did any 
Republican 
President 
ever propose an employment bureau 
o give work to the idle? 
No, 
be­ 
muse nobody was ever in enforced 
idleness when our party was in pow- 
•r. Perhaps that is one of President 
Wilson’s ‘new ideas.’ 
If so, we wil­ 
lingly assign him all the credit. 
“ Do you know how I would give 
work to the unemployed! 
I would 
nave Congress place

he Republican party,

made in this w ay: 
“ Being by 
pro- 
ession a schoolmaster, I am glad 
o point that out to a class o f uniiL- 
drueted Republicans, though 1 had 
lot alw ays taught in 
grades.” 
Commenting on it 
said: “ If he uttered 
.n a jocu lar vein, it was beneath hi 
dignity a s President o f"th e United 
states to do it. If he uttered it m a 
pirit of soberness, it displays an 
'gotism and a malice and a 
disre­ 
gard o f 
the 
proprieties 
-cnrcely 
thinkable. 
“ Millions of people believe in the 
tepuhliean 
party. 
Millions 
think 
hat to its policies and its m anage­ 
ment of our affairs is due the lofty 
alaee we occupy today among the 
nations o f the world. 
Millions wor­ 
ship the memory o f its heorie 
and 
ts sainted dead. 
Millions feel the 
hrill o f inspiration at the recouee- 
ion of its deeds. 
Millions find then 
patriotism renewed by a 
recital of 
lie sacred traditions 
that 
cluster 
ound its name and millions 
anx- 
ously look forward to the day ol 
ts restoration to power a s the one 
hope o f deliverance from the fright­ 
ful conditions

his hearers against the easy decline 
down which Judas plunged to his 
ruin.

In losing his character, he 


lost his 
reputation. 
Having 
lost 


these, he threw away his life; and 
to crown it all, he lost his soul, the 
minister declared.

Miserables, describing the

tion of its hero, "Jean Viiljean, my 
brother, you no longer belong to evil, 
but to good. It is your soul that I 
buy from yon. I withdraw it from 
black thoughts, and the spirit of 
perdition, and I give it to God.

value of nourishing food.

housewife buys on the theory that 
anything which looks 
pretty 
and 


tastes irood is good food. 
Also, it 


might be well to mention the 
fact 


that Dr. Geisel recalled that table 
appointments are worthless unless 
there is something; worthwhile, to 
eat. 
She very strongly recommend- 


ed llie use of unpolished rice as an 
article of food. 
Graham and whole 


wheat llonr. onions, apples, pecans, 
and potatoes are some of the foods 
whose {rood qualities she exploited.

science 
must 


govern the choice and preparation ol 
food for the most beneficial, results 
and to prevent fatalities.
